WASHINGTON, May 6—In a 
five to four decision, the United 
States Supreme Court today held 
unconstitutional the Railroad Re- 
tirement Act on the ground that 
the objective was social and did 
not come within the power of Con- 


gress to regulate interstate com- 
merce. 


The majority decision was writ- 


ten by Justice Roberts and was 
concurred in by Justices Van 
Devanter, McReynolds, Suther- 


land and Butler; the minority opin- 
ion was written by Chief Justice 
Hughes and had the support of 
Justices Brandeis, Stone and Car- 
dozo. 

With Roberts joining the so. 
called “conservatives” of the Court 
in a strict definition of the com- 
merce clause, the decision today 
raised greater doubt as to the out- 
come of the Schechter Live Poul- 
try Code case which is expected 
to determine ‘the constitutionality 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act, and probably will cause 
a redrafting of the economic se- 
curity legislation now pending in 
Congress. 

Constitutional Questions. 

The constitutional questions raised 
by the Retirement act were: wheth- 
er the act came with the delegated 
power of Congress to regulate In- 
terstate Commerce; whether the act 
had a reasonable relation to. ef- 
ficiency, economy and safety in in- 
terstate transportation, or whether 
its real end was the accomplishmen: 
of social objects; whether the act 
was unconstitutional because it . p- 
plied to all employes, including 
those not directly engaged in inter- 
state transportation; whether cer- 
tain provisions of the statute were 
so arbitrary as to deprive the rail- 
roads of their property without dve 
process of law. 

Justice Roberis held the act un- 
constitutional on all grounds by sus- 
taining the findings of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia. 
The Roberts opinion—a document 
containing more than 9000 words— 
declared that while the end sought 
might be desirable, Congress never- 
theless was bound by the commerce 
laws of the constitution and ‘hat 
the act deprived the railroads of 
property without due _ process of 
law. 

Dissenting Opinion. 

The Chief Justice, in a 5500-word 
opinion, held that Congress did have 
power to enact a railroad pension 
law under the commerce clause and 
that the only question was the ex- 
tent of its application. 

“Our duty,’ Roberts said, “like 
that of the court below, is fairly to 
construe the powers of Congress, 
and to ascertain whether or not the 
enactment falls within them, unin- 
fluenced by predilection for or 
against the policy disclosed in the 
legislation. The fact that the com- 
pulsory scheme is novel. is, of 
course, no evidence of unconsti- 
tutionality. Even should we consid- 
er the act unwise and prejudical to 
both public and private interest, 
if it be fairly within delegated pow- 
er, our obligation is to sustain it. 
On the other hand, though we 
should think the measure embodies 
a valuable social plan and be in 
entire sympathy with its purpose 
and intended results, if the provi- 
sions go beyond the boundaries of 
constitutional power we must so 
declare. 

Argument Reviewed. 

“The admitted fact that many 
railroads have voluntarily adopted 
pension plans does not aid materi- 
ally in determining the authority of 
Congress to compel] conformance to 
the one embodied in the Railroad 
Retirement Act; nor does the es- 
tablishment of compulsory retire- 
ment plans in European countries, 
to which petitioners refer, for in 
many of these railroads are oper- 
ated under Government ownership, 
and none has a constitutional sys- 
tem comparable to ours. 
“The Federal Government is one 
of enumerated powers; those not 
delegated to the United States by 
the Constitution now prohibited by 
it to the states, are reserved to the 
states or to the people. The Con- 
stitution is not a statute, but the 
supreme law of the land to which 
all statutes must conform, and the 
powers conferred upon the Federal 
Government are to be reasonably 
and fairly construed, with a view 
to effectuating ‘their purposes. But 
recognition of this principle can- 
not justify attempted exercise of a 
power clearly beyond the true pur- 
pose of the grant.” 

Commerce Clause Cited. 
“All agree that the pertinent pro- 
vision of the Constitution is Article 
I, Section 8, Clause 3, which confers 
power on the Congress’ ‘to regulate 
commerce. . . . Among the several 
states ... °; and that this power 
must be exercised in subjection to 
the guarantee of due process of law 
found in the fifth amendment.

Lindsay Changes Vote. 
The vote on reconsideration was 
17 to 15, but it was announced only 
after Senator Lindsay of Henry 
County had changed his vote from 
no to aye. Lindsay had made two 
speeches on the motion without 
disclosing his position, 
As soon as the motion was adopt- 
ed the Senate, on motion of Sen- 
ator Gordon of Liberty, decided to 
defer action on the rate until the 
base had been determined. The 2 
per cent advocates favor limiting 
the base to actual retail sales of 
tangible personal property, elim- 
inating all the services in the House 
bill from taxation. 

It is conceded that a closely cur- 
tailed base will require a high tax 
rate to provide the funds needed 
for relief and for old age pensions, 
while an expanded base to include 
many services would permit a low- 
er rate. 

When the Senators returned to 
Jefferson City today after the week- 
end adjournment they were tired 
of the prolonged delay and were 
ready for a vote. There was little 
discussion of the motion other than 
a half-hour speech by Senator Lind- 
say, who said at its conclusion that 
he did not know how he was going 
to vote. Senator Kinney briefly 
said he would vote against the mo- 
tion because it would mean $10,000,- 
000 a year additional taxes for resi- 
dents of St. Louis. 

Senator Barbour of Springfield, 
who made the motion, submitted it 
without a closing argument. 

Most, though not all, the Senators 
voting for reconsideration are 
counted as supporters of a 2 per 
cent rate.

Put to Death at Bellefonte, 


Might Wed Another. 


HE WALKS TO CHAIR, 
CALM, UNASSISTED 


Trembling Hand Only 
Show of Emotion As 
Black Cap Is Adjusted 
and Straps Are Fixed.

BELLEFONTE, Pa. May 6— 
Robert Allen Edwards, 22 years old, 
was executed in the electric chair 
in Rockview Prison shortly after 
midnight for the murder of his 
sweetheart, Freda McKechnie, who 
had told him she was about to be- 
come a mother. 

He walked to the chair 
ed. He prayed as the black cap was 
adjusted over his head. The ctrrent 


was turned on at 12:31 a. m. At 
12:34 the prison physician, Dr. J. C.

“Gentlemen. I pronounced Robert 
Allen Edwards dead.” 
Edwards was convicted of killing 
Miss McKechnie, as the prosecution 
charged, in order to marry another 
girl, Miss Margaret Crain, a music 
teacher at East Aurora, N. Y., 
whom he had met at Mansfield 
(Pa.) State Teachers’ College. He 
took Miss McKechnie, who had 
told him of her condition, to Har- 
vey'’s Lake, near Wilkes-Barre, os- 
tensibly to go swimming. On the 
dock he blackjacked the girl, let 
her fall in the water and then 
drove away. 

Calm to the Finish. 
Guards of the death watch. said 
that at no time did the Edwards’ 
calm desert him, not even when he 
bade farewell early last evening to 
his father, Daniel Edwards. 
The Rev. C. F. Laurie, prison 
chaplain, recited the Twenty-third 
Psalm as Edwards walked into the 
death chamber, and the Rev. 
Thomas Hughes of Wilkes-Barre, 
Edwards’ pastor, stood beside the 
chair, praying silently. 
Edwards, dressed in a white shirt; 
open at the throat, black trousers 
and black slipper, rose from. his 
cot shortly after midnight and un- 
falteringly walked behind guards to 
the death house door into the room 
and across to the chair. 
As the straps were adjusted the 
trembling of his hands on the arms 
of the chair was Edwards’ only 
sign of emotion. 
In his last hours, Edwards read 
from his Bible. Prison attaches 
said it was not the one given him 
by Miss Crain. That Bible was left 
in the Luzerne County jail at 
Wilkes-Barre. It was Miss Crain’s 
only gift to him and it was said 
that during his stay in jail at 
Wilkes-Barre he did not read from 
it. 
Miss Crain visited Edwards only 
once after his arrest. 


Governor Refused to Act. 
Until yate yesterday, Gov. George 
H. Earle in Harrisburg was  be- 
sieged with pleas to halt the execu- 
tion. He said he found no cause 
to intervene. 

After bidding farewell to the con- 
demned man in person, Edwards’ 
father drove to Harrisburg in an 
unsuccessful attempt to see the Gov- 
ernor. Arriving at the Governor's 
mansion, a State Police guard told 
him there was no hope. He turned 
away, re-entered his automobile and 
started toward Wilkes-Barre to be 
with Mrs. Edwards when their son’s 
body is taken there, probably to- 
day. 
Edwards’ mother sent her own 
plea to the Governor for clemency, 
in addition to the telegram signed 
by her, her husband, and Stuart 
Edwards, brother of Robert. 
“May I ask your mercy for Rob- 
ert, please,” said the telegram, 
signed “His Mother.” 

“I have the most heartfelt sym- 
pathy for the parents of this boy 
but I have been given no good rea- 
son to interfere with the course 
of justice,” Gov. Earle said.

Plane Fell, Woman Says 


Mrs. D. L. Mesker, Survivor, Tells Story of 
Fatal Trip—Impact So Terrific Her Shoes 
Were Torn Off. 


By the Associated Press. 

MACON, Mo., May 6.—Mrs. D. L. 
Mesker, wife of a pilot and sur- 
vivor of the fatal crash of a TWA 
plane near Atlanta, Mo., early to- 
day, told the story of the crash 
from her hospital cot here today. 

“The motors were functioning 
perfectly,” she related. “We had no 
knowledge that the ship had gone 
over Kansas City. Most of the pas- 
sengers were asleep and I believe 
that Senator Cutting died without 
awakening or Knowing what had 
happened. 

“The trip was perfect on the Los 
Angeles-Albuquerque leg. 

“We left Albuquerque at 9:15 p. 
m. and ran into the fog at 12:30 a 
m. It was real pea soup, dense and 
rolling. I remember the time be- 
cause I asked Mr. Kaplan. 

Flew Through Fog and Rain. 

“Tt was raining hard and nsaoth- 
ing could be seen. We flew and 
flew, seemingly for hours, through 
the heavy fog and rain. The plane 
of course, was dark and most of 
the passengers asleep. 

“There was no way of telling 
where we were. No lights could be 
seen anywhere. Then _ suddenly, 
without warning, came the crash. 
“The plane did not go into a spin 
or a dive—there was no intimation 
we were in difficulty. It was just 
that sudden awesome crash. I be- 
lieve we must have hit the ground 
as though in landing and then 
turned over. 

“T was knocked out. 
most of us were. 

“As nearly as I can guess, I think 
the crash occurred at 3 a. m.

“I could see one of the motors 
lying nearly 200 feet away from 
the wreckage.

“When I tried to walk I discov- 
ered my shoes had been torn off 
in the crash and I couldn't find 
them. I took some shoes from the 
still form of a man lying nearby 
and put them on. 


“T don’t know who he was but 
someone had to get somewhere to 
give the alarm. I started to walk 
to a farmhouse. After I had start- 
ed I was joined by a man. 


Farmer Gave Alarm. 

“I don’t know who he was. We 
made our way across fields a half 
mile. We had hoped there might 
be a phone there. But there wasn’t. 
The farmer and his wife got up im- 
mediately and went to the scene of 
the disaster. I suppose they man- 
aged some way to give the alarm 
for shortly the ambulance came 
and the injured were brought to a 
hospital here.” 

Mrs. Mesker was emphatic in say- 
ing that the plane struck at full 
speed. 

The impact was terrific,” she 
said. “We must have been going 
at a fast rate of speed. The plane 
was completely demolished and 
passengers were scattered all over

MACON, Mo., May 6. — United 
States Senator Bronson Cutting of 
New Mexico and three others were 
killed when a transcontinental TWA 
airliner, “The Sky Chief,” ran out of 
fuel and crashed on a farm at 
Barnesville, about 10 miles north- 
west of here, at 3:30 o'clock thig 
morning. Nine passengers were 
injured, seven of them seriously. 

The pilots—Harvey Bolton and 
Kenneth Greeson of Kansas City, 


who were killed—were within 16 
miles of their destination, the- 
Kirksville airport, when the ship 
crashed. They had traveled 881 
miles, airline, from Albuquerque, 
N. M., but because of fog and gen- 
erally bad weather had been cruis- 
ing around for nearly an hour be- 
cause of their inability to land at 
Kansas City for fuel. 

The fourth person killed was Miss 
Jeanne Anne Hillias, 20 years old, 
of Kansas City, who boarded the 
ship at Los Angeles with her home 
town as her destination.

1,000,000 persons, who have been 
but are not now in the employ of 
the carriers, likewise would have 
benefited by the act if they re- 
turned to railroad employment. 
“Such a person,” the opinion said, 
“may have been out of railroad 
work for years; his employment 
may have been terminated for 
cause; he may have elected to enter 
some other industry and may have 
devoted the best years of his life 
to it; yet, if, perchance, some Car- 
rier in a distant part of the coun- 
try should accept him for work of 
any description, even temporarily, 
the act throws the burden of his 
pension on all the railroads, includ- 
ing, it may be, the very one which 
for just cause dismissed him. 
“Denies Due Process of Law.” 
“Plainly this requirement alters 
contractual rights; plainly it impos- 
es for the future a burden never 
contemplated by either party when 
the earlier relation existed or when 
it was terminated. The statute 
would take from the raiilroads’ fu- 
ture earnings amounts to be paid 
for services fully compensated 
when rendered in accordance with 
contract, with no thought on the part 
of either employer or employe that 
further sums must be provided by 
the carrier. The provision is not 
only retroactive in that it resur- 
rects for new burdens transactions 
long since past and closed; but as 
to some of the railroad companies

If that question be answered 
in the affirmative, obviously there 
is no limit to the field of so-called 
regulation. The catalogue of means 
and actions which might be im- 
posed upon an employer in any 
business, tending to the satisfac- 
tion and comfort of his employes, 
geems endless. Provisions for free 
medical attendance and nursing, 
for clothing, for food, for housing, 
for the education of children, and 
a hundred other matters, might 
with equal propriety be proposed 
as tending to relieve the employe 
of mental strain and worry. Can 
it fairly be said that the power 
of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce extends to the prescrip- 
tion of any or all of these things?” 
Is it not apparent that they are 
really and essentially related solely 


to the social welfare of the work- 


er, and, therefore, remote from any 
regulation of commerce as such? 
“Outside Power of Congress.” 
“We think the answer is plain. 
These matters obviously lie outside 
the orbit of Congressional power. 
The answer of the petitioners is 
that not all such means of promot- 
ing contentment have such a close 
relation to interstate commerce as 


means adopted.

This is neither a neces- 
sary nor an appropriate rule or 
regulation affecting the due fulfill- 
ment of the railroad’s duty to serve 
the public in interstate transporta- 
tion.” 
Hughes’ Dissent. 

In his dissenting opinion, Chief 
Justice Hughes flatly declared that 
the majority had ended the prospect 
that Congress would enact compul- 
sory railway pension laws. 

“The gravest aspect of the deci- 
sion,” he observed, “is that it does 
not rest simply upon a condemna- 
tion of particular features of the 
Railroad Retirement Act, but de- 
nies to Congress the power to pass 
any compulsory pension act for rail- 
road employes, 

“If the opinion were limited to 
the particular provisions of the act, 
which the majority find to be ob- 
jectionable and not severable, the 
Congress would be free to overcome 
the objections by a new statute.

“In that view, no matter how 
suitably limited a pension act for 
railroad employes might be with 
respect to the persons to be bene- 
fited, or how appropriate the meas- 
ure of retirement allowance, or how 
sound actuarily the plan, or how 
well adjusted the purpose, still, 
under this decision, Congress would 
not be at liberty to enact such a 
measure. That is a conclusion of 
such serious and far-reaching im- 


‘portance that it overshadows all 


other questions raised by the act. 
Indeed, it makes their discussion 
superfluous. The final objection 
goes, as the opinion states, to the 
heart of the law, even if it could 


survive the loss of the unconstitu-

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Work 
relief proposals already in the hands 
of the Government were estimated 
authoritatively today to total $20,- 
000,000,000, five times the fund 
which President Roosevelt has to 
spend. 


The Works Allotment Board, 
charged with advising the Presi- 
dent as to what projects should be 
undertaken, prepared to have its 
first formal meeting at the White 
House tomorrow. 

Ready for consideration by the 
board were $100,000,000 of non-Fed- 
eral public works, already ap- 
proved by Secretary of Interior 
Ickes, and $301,000,000 of PWA proj- 
ects and Interior Department allot- 
ments which previously were im- 
pounded to finance the Relief Ad- 
ministration while the work relief 
bill was in Congress. 

Although requirements which co- 
operating cities and states must 
meet remain undisclosed, Gover- 
/nors, Mayors, state officials and 
‘civic leaders continued to visit the 
capital to seek some of the work 
relief money. 

Range of Projects. 

Requests already listed range 
from  $888,503,900 suggested for 
projects approved by the recent na- 
tional rivers and harbors conven- 
tion to a mosquito eradication pro- 
‘gram near Galveston, Tex., esti- 
i mated to cost $50,000. 
| In between were many items big 
and little, among them $300,000,000 
| Proposed by Lloyd W. King, Mis- 
\souri State Superintendent of 
Schools, for bulding rural schools; 
| $7,000,000 for rural electrification in 
| Virginia; $300,000,000 for 100,000 
|miles of “neighborhood roads” sug- 
|'gested by a South Dakota repre- 
\sentative, and $75,000,000 to back 
ithe mining industry in various dis- 
tricts. 
| Supt. King’s rural school proposal 
| calls for construction of grade and 
high schools in small towns, as well 
as rural areas. Representative Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, is backing 
the proposal. 

Only two of the agencies desig- 
‘nated to spend the $4,000,000,000 
works fund have been given the 
“eo ahead” so far. They are the 
Civilian Conservation Corps and 
the new rural resettlement division, 

Change to Progress Division. 

Plans are being drawn, however, 
for converting most of the pres 
ent relief administration into the 
progress division which —- under 
the leadership of Harry lL. Hop- 
kins, FERA administrator -—— will 
supervise and speed many phases 
of the job-making drive. 

Ths relief administration's ac- 
counting is to supply much of the 
progress division’s personned, Many 
state and regional relief engi- 
neers also are expected to be tak- 
en over by the new unit. 

Among the existing work relief 
projects which are to be carried 
on for several months at least are 
the workshops which can meat and 
vegetables and make clothing and 
other goods used by the destitute 
unemployed. Such activities are 
reported to occupy about 14 per 
cent of the 2,500,000 now working 
for relief payments. 

Present plans, officials said, cal! 
for continued distribution of com- 
|modities to destitute “unemploy- 
|'ables” after they are returned to 
_the care of states and communities 
|as the new work program goes 
|into effect.

WASHINGTON, May 6—The New 
Deal has brought more than 30,000 
additional employes into the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, it is shown by 
the latest tabulation of the Civil 
Service Commission. The _ exact 


number added since Roosevelt took 
office is 30,586 and this figure does 
not include the April additions 
when a start was made on the ad- 
ministrative setup for the new 
works relief program. 

The total of Government workers 
in the District today, 97,388 on April 
1, is a peace-time peak. 

President Roosevelt has said that 
the new works relief program will 
not require large additions to the 
payroll, indicating that administra- 
tive expenses might be paid out 
of the $4,000,000,000 relief fund. But 
the job hunters will not take him 
at his word and Washington is 
crowded with eager candidates for 
the Federal payroll. 

Two emergency offices have been 
opened in the downtown district 
to handle applicants, one of them 
occupying a double storeroom on a 
busy street. In the window is a 
sign that says: “No Personnel Ap- 
pointments at Present.” But this 
does not prevent a line that forms 


remains throughout the day. 

One unofficial estimate is that 
there will be 10,000 inevitably add- 
ed to the Government payroll as a 
result of the vast public works pro- 
gram. This would include adminis- 
gtrators both in and out of the Dis- 
trict. The grand total of Federal! 
employes outside the District reach- 
ed 684,918 on April 1, which repre- 
sents an increase of 188,233 over the 


total on Feb. 28, 1933, just before 
President Roosevelt took office. 

At present New Deal officials are 
doing everything they can to 4is- 
courage additional job-seekers from 
coming to Washington. Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes announced last 
week that the Public Works Admin- 
istration had more than 100,000 ap- 
plications on file and added that no 
new applications would be received, 

“It would not be fair,” Ickes said, 
“to continue to receive applications 
when we know that, in no circum- 
stances, is there the remotest ros- 
sibility of giving employment to the 
thousands of competent persons 
whose applications have been on 
file for months and in many 1n- 
stances for two years. Almost daily 
we are forced to reject hundreds 
of applicants who come to the Ir- 
terior Department building seeking 
employment.

THEODORE DREISER CALLED 
‘LIVING TRAGEDY’ BY RABBI 


Stephen Wise Criticises Author for 
His “Cheap, Baseless Libels 
Against Jewish People.”

NEW YORK, May 6.—Theodore 
Dreiser was described by Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise as a “living trage- 


dy” yesterday in deprecating what 
he termed the author's anti-semit- 
ism. 

“We are not really tempted to 
concern ourselves with Dreiser save 
as we must express our sorrow over 
the facile taking over of all the 
cheap, baseless libels against the 
Jewish people by one whose life 
has been a challenge to the ancient 
prejudices, racial, religious, nation- 
al,” declared Rabbi Wise in his 
sermon to the free synagogue in 
Carnegie Hall. 

“When a man deserts and repu- 
diates a cause to which he has giv- 
en his life, he becomes a living 
tragedy, though his great past be 
dead and buried,’ he _ continued. 
Rabbi Wise charged that Dreiser's 
“anti-semitic blasts sound as if 
they could not have been uttered 
without Hitler inspiration or Nazi 
animus.”

Children Who Still Believe at 7

Dr. Durand, the seventh Guggen- 
heim medalist, is internationally 
known for his experimental = re- 
search on aeronautic propellers and 
other aircraft features, the medal 
board said. He is now writing a 
six-volume work on “Aerodynamic 
Theory.” 

A pioneer in scientific research 
in aeronautics, Dr. Durand con- 
structed a wind tunnel at Stanford 
and conducted a series of investi- 
gations on propellers. He is a life 
member and gold medalist of the 
American Society of Naval Engi- 
neers, a fellow of the Royal Aero- 
nautic Society and a past president 
of the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers.

tion with the recent revolt. 

“The public prosecutor declared 
Venizelos always sacrificed every- 
thing for his own glory and after 
furnishing funds and material for 
the last revolt fled the country, 
leaving behind him thousands of 
victims-and ruined families. 

Two other alleged leaders of the 
uprising, Tzanakis and Condouros, 
also were sentenced to death and 
Venizelos’ son, Kyriakos, was given 
10 years in prison and Gen. Gonna- 
tas, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, five years. 

Four men were acquitted—former 
Premiers Papanastasiou and Cafan- 
daris, Gen. Milonas and M. Lam- 
braski, a business man.

IS RELIEF A POLITICAL ASSET? 

The Chicago Tribune says relief has become a 
political asset in the United States—a feeling wide- 
apread in the opposition to the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. 

This is not altogether fair. Relief is a meceésity, 
and both Democrats and Republicans support it in 
Congress. It is inevitable that a government admin- 
istering relief on the scale now required in America 
should be accused of making political capital out 
of the undertaking. That would be true in any case, 
whether the party in power was Democratic, Repub- 
lican or Socialist. But the dreadful necessity to de- 
vise and carry out relief cannot be obviated. 

It costs about two billion dollars a year to feed 
20,000,000 people. No doubt there is some political 
abuse in the distribution of this money, as there are 
abuses in the taking of it. The Government can only 
surround relief with such safeguards as are avail- 
able. The Senate has adopted a resolution to inves- 
tigate relief, which is to exercise a proper vigilance 
in so important a matter. Mr. Hopkins, who is 
| directly in charge of relief distribution, was called 
'to this post after having proved his worth in social 
| work. He is by no means a political appointee. 
| What the Tribune has in mind is that a party 
| dispensing relief enjoys an advantage in elections. 
‘It does, There is no escape from it. It is not the 
| nature of man to strike the hand that feeds him. 
| This is not, however, the reason the people are being 
| fed. They are being fed because they are hungry. 
| There is a much greater problem propounded here. 
| How did 20,000,000 people get into the relief lines? 
If to feed them is a political asset, was it not a 
| political demerit to let the people drift into such a 
plight?

Demobilizing 


F anyone knows just how to let go grace-

What everyone would like to do would he 
to. keep what is good and get rid of what 
is bad. It is say that than to do 
it. For thing, nobody, literally nobody, 
knows what is in all the codes and regula- 
There is agreement about what 
is good and what is bad. And then, even 
when there is something like agreement 
that certain features are bad, it igs hard to 
know just how to rid of them in an 
orderly way. 

The Senate committee, ,for example, ‘is 
proposing that until next April the law 
should be extended with amendments. One 
of them that not permit 
or sanction price-fixing except in certain 
mineral natural resource industries. The in- 
tent is to restore competition. But, as every- 
one knows, many. industries were fixing 
prices-before NRA, and others have learned 
how to fix them with the help of NRA. 

The proposed amendment would remove 
the immunity under the anti-trust laws 
which these industries enjoy. They would 
become liable to prosecution if they did not 
let’ prices find their competitive level. Will 
they do this” And if they do not, will the 
Government them? ‘If they let competi- 
tion loose suddenly, will industries that are

This kind of dilemma always exists for 

anyone who is trying to liquidate a bad 


business. A very good example is provided 
by the tariff. There are rates in the exist- 
ing tariff law which no reasonable protec- 
tionist would defend, just as there are price- 
fixing devices in the codes which almost no 
one now defends. But it is one thing to sav 
that the rates or the codes should never 
have been established in the first place; it 
is a rather different thing to remové them 


after important vested interests have been 
created on which many innocent people 
have become dependent. 

It is bad to acquire a drug habit. But it 


is often cruel and dangerous to take awav 


drugs too suddenly from an addict. A con- 
siderable part of American industry has got 
itself organized on a basis of tariff protec- 
tion and of monopolistic price control which 
even the most sincere individualists would 
shrink from disturbing too suddenly. 

A very striking example of the same prob- 
lem is offered by the utility holding com- 


panies. Almost nobody defends the pyra- 
mided financial contraptions which were 
promoted in the ‘20s. But unhappily, a very 


large number of innocent people have their 
savings invested in them. How to reorgan- 
ize without inflicting losses heyond those 
which are the result of the col- 
lapse of the inflation is the .real problem. 
To say that such far-flung, speculative and 
thoroughly unsound structures should not 
have been permitted in the first place -is 
one thing; to find a way to undo the mis- 
chief without causing unnecessary hard- 
ships is another thing. ‘ 

A delicate operation like reducing the 
tariff, liquidating the codes or reorganizing 
these holding companies cannot be per-

Those who savy in one grand 
gesture, “Sweep away. the NRA, and have 
done.with this: folly and nonsense,” like 
those who say, “Abolish the holding com- 
panies and have done with frenzied finance,” 
have lost touch with. reality. 

It takes time and careful planning to de- 
mobilize an army; otherwise, it becomes a 
disorderly mob. A very bad private experi- 
ment like the super-holding companies or a 
bad Government experiment like the intri- 
cate and multiple codes, or, for that matter, 
subsidies and the restriction of production 
for manufacturers through the tariff. and 
monopolies, or subsidies and restrictions of 
production for farmers through the AAA, 
cannot be ended by one sharp stroke in a 
mood of angrv impatience.

‘he first thing needed is clear conception 
of what the’ public policy is. In regard to 
NRA, there is no doubt as to what the policy 
of Congress is.. The ideal of a planned écon- 
omy, which swept the country like a fad in 
1933, is discredited. Congress wishes to re- 
store an essentially competitive order in in- 
dustry. It does not wish the Government 
to plan and direct and regiment business. 
But at the same time, it has no appetite 
for planning and directing and regimenting 
by private monopoly. 

Once the ideal is clearly fixed in the pub- 
lic mind by a vote of Congress that the 
American policy is competition’ with the 
burden of proof on those who wish to elim- 
inate--competition, the next requirement is 
to find men in the Government and in_in- 


dustry who believe in this policy and will 


carry if’ out. 

[ think it has to be said frankly. that if 
Mr. Richberg has done himself justice. re- 
cently in speaking for the NRA officialdom, 
the prospect is not good for a sound execu- 
tion of the policy of Congress, Perhaps the 
impression is wholly unjustified, but Mr. 
Richberg has been behaving more like a bu- 
reaucrat defending his prerogatives than like 
a statesman trying.to find a practical solu- 
tion for a very tangled problem. 

If he would show less interest in prolong- 
ing the NRA, and more interest in revising 
it, he would seem better fitted to carry out 
the mandate which Congress is bound to 
lay down, For the success of any legisla- 
tion such as Congress is considering will 
depend on those who administer it. Officials 
who in their hearts are still hankering for 
the NRA of 1933 will not conduct effectively 
the retreat and the demobilization. 

On the whole, the expansion and.the 
amendments proposed by the Senate com- 
mittee appear to make the best of a pretty 
bad job. They lay down a policy which the 
country will approve. The execution of that 
policy is another matter. It depends upon 
the wisdom and the efficiency of NRA offi- 
cials, of the Federal: Trade Commission and 
the Department of Justice, and of the lead- 
ers in each industry. 

The task of removing the crutches and 
the corsets and the dope and restoring. a 
healthy competition which will make prices 
more flexible cannot be done by proclama- 
tion or by prosecution or by phrases. It is 
a job of intelligent administration like that 
which the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has been performing under no less 
difficult conditions.

FORMER SHERIFF M’QUADE,

Brooklyn Political Leader Was 
Charged With Not Explaining

Prosperity’ Fad Deluges the Postottice 


E all should be thankful the 
W unknown instigator of the 

“send-a-dime and redistribute 
wealth” chain letter craze now 
sweeping the country, modestly lim- 
its his mailing list to five names 
on each letter. As it is, to date, 
little real harm seem to have been 
done other than causing the mails 
to be swamped, regular postal serv- 
ice interfered with, clerical forces 
increased by the hundreds in some 


postoffices, the added expense of

handling the mails more than con- 
uming augmented postage receipts; 
causing tons and tons to be added 
to the weight of the weary post- 


/men’s packs, inspiring a series of 


'mail box robberies netting a good 
‘many dimes and causing a lot of
